REPORT OF FIREWARDS. 


I hereby respectfully submit the following report of the 
Fire Department, for the past year, for the consideration 
and action of the town. . 

The engine and apparatus thereunto belonging, have 
been held in readiness, together with our efficient Board 
of Firemen, ever willing to act upon the first alarm of 
fire. 

The engine company have been almost exempt from 
any labored exercises caused by the alarm of fire. 

The expenses, the past year, have been comparatively 
small; see Report of the Selectmen. 

The engine-house has been moved, elevated and im- 
proved, by the addition of a new tower for drying hose, ' 
a deficiency long felt to be needed; the economy of which 
is very apparent. . 

The Firewards and Selectmen postponed action in 
relation to procuring a fire alarm to our coming annual 
meeting, hoping to economize by adopting a plan to 
obtain the use of a new bell, which is soon to be placed 
upon the church within reach of the engine building, 
thereby securing a more efficient alarm at much less 
expense. We hope this plan will be wisely considered, 
and judiciously acted upon when brought before the town. 

There seems to be a pressing need for the new reservoir 
at the brook, near the house of George A. Rollins, for the 
use of the fire department, in order to efficiently protect 
the buildings in case of fire in that vicinity. Act wisely 
and well. 

The committee of last annual meeting to consider the

matter of bringing a sufficient supply of water within 
reach of the engine-house, laid over the subject for future 
consideration, hoping that at some near future day some 
well devised plan may be efficiently carried out.

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SUPERINTENDING SUHGUL CUMMITTEE. 


It is our privilege, in making our annual report, to 
congratulate the citizens of Marlboro’ upon the degree of 
success their schools have attained during the year. 

The teachers in town have been above the average, for 
the wages which we have been accustomed to pay. 

One teacher indeed, who had never taught before, 
made an entire failure, and went home after a four weeks’ 
experiment. But all the others showed qualifications for 
teaching, which, with further experience and study, will 
make them superior teachers. Where they all evidently 
did their best, it would be invidious to single out any 
for special commendation. Our schools out of the village 
have labored under the disadvantage so often spoken of 
in the annual report,—of small schools and brief terms,— 
and yet the amount of monéy spent was sufficient to hire 
the best of teachers for six months of the year, if the 
scholars could have been collected into schools of 30 or 40 
pupils in each. We still think there might have been an 
improvement in this regard. We do not think it was 
wise to spend $86 on two scholars, as in District No. 1, 
when they could both have walked to Lowellville. We 
think, also, that time could have been found during the 
year for the short terms of schools in Districts Nos. 4 and 
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5, without having them come at the same time, and they 
could economically have devoted part of their money in 
carrying some of the pupils to school, for the sake of 
having all the scholars in both schools; enjoying the 
benefit of each. In this way all the pupils in both 
districts might have had six months’ school. 

If a business man had the contract to school these 
children, he would probably manage it something like 
this: He would establish two schools, one at Lowellville 
and one perhaps at the depot school-house, bringing the 
scholars of Nos. 1 and 7 to Lowellville; those in No. 6 
to No. 2; and those in 4 and 5 to the depot school-house. 
He could give them all six months’ schooling annually, 
and carry all every day to school that lived more than a 
mile away. 3 

The only thing that hinders the districts interested from 
doing as he would is that they are limited to ten per cent. 
of the school money, for meeting the expense of carrying 
the children to school, which perhaps would not be suffi- 
cient. One school in town grew to be too large. The 
Primary School in No. 2 had seventy-five scholars on the 
register. At a special meeting the district authorized the 
committee to fit up a fourth room and divide the school, 
which they did, and in the Fall the two Primary Schools 
registered 81 scholars; but at the winter term only 49 
scholars put in an appearance, and therefore only one 
school was maintained. 

We had over 20 different scholars in the Intermediate 
School during the year, and yet they have been easily 
managed and instructed by a single teacher, showing 
what can be done among scholars of that stage of advance- 
ment, by proper grading. 

In the Primary School, however, where the pupils are 
not yet trained to study, they depend more largely upon 
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the teacher for whatever instruction they obtain, and not 
more than fifty can, with profit, be put under the charge 
of one teacher. The whole number of scholars in the 
town, not less than 5 years of age, who have attended 
the district schools in the town not less than two weeks, 
during the year, is 8306. The number of children reported 
between 5 and 15, by the selectmen as living in town, 
is: boys 155, girls 117. Total, 272. 

We wish to commend the mill owners in town for their 
hearty co-operation in carrying out the compulsory 
school law. 

The truant officer has also faithfully and discreetly dis- 
charged the duties of his office.

I have 
found that parents and guardians of children are becoming 


better acquainted with the laws in regard to the schooling 
of their children. J have visited the manufacturers and 
have found them always ready and willing to assist me in 
the enforcement of the laws. The teachers have not 
complained of absent scholars as in years past. I have 
visited a large number of families where the children 
have been kept from school, and have called to look for 
truant boys several times during the year; I was suc- 
cessful in getting them to school without any arrests.

10. — To see if the town will build a reservoir, near the storehouse 
of G. G. Davis, for the use of the fire department, or act in any man- 
ner in relation thereto. 

11. — To see if the town will appropriate money to build a new high- 
Way as petitioned for by Willie A. Jewett and others. 

12. — To see if the town will vote to place a tablet in the Library 
Building, in memory of the soldiers from this town, who gave their 
lives in the service of their country, and a parchment roll of the names 
of all who enlisted from this town into the service of our country, or 
act in any manner in relation thereto. 

13. — To see if the town will appropriate a sufficient sum of money 
for the purpose of securing an efficient fire alarm for the use of the 
town, or to act in any manner in relation thereto.
